It 
was just like beiii", ir, a bake-oven' 
no comfort at all, and the breeze we 
got was just like fire, and we had to 
keep tlio windows down to keep from 
getting it, theu it was that much 
worse, but .we lUI stood it some way 



gathered, and the trees did look Ixiau- 
tifUl loaded down with the delicious 
fruit, and you may rest assured I 
went for them, but after awhile 

saw and ate so many I didn't cttt 
anything about them, but whenever 
anything is plentit'iil around, that's 
the tinio you don't care for it. The 
rest of the Iriiit was just coming on. 
The grapes get ripe in September and 
lasi till .\i)vciiibcr and it is a big time 
gathering lliein. The eliniate is di- 
vided iiilo two seasons, dry aud 
rainy. In the siinnner it never raius. 
Ironi .\pril tit November, and it is al- 
ways pleasant, no hot weather, bill 
nice and cool all the lime; of course 
there are Slime few hut day.-, bin an 
iiialter how hot the days may he the 
nights are ciml the year ariiiinil. and 
you have Id sleep under a hiaiikel or 
two every niglil. We use the same 
ciiver the year around. The rains 
coninicm.'e in Xovomber and have it 
iilfanil lilt till April, then tlie people 
have all Ihe r.iin they want, lliey 
diin'l want any more as it would 
hurl things. The vintor is not 
much more than summer;' it never 
freezes and everything grows the 
year around and the oranges and 
lemons will be getting ripe by 
Christinas, and have one or tn'O 
crops by June. Vegetables are to be 
had the year around, and while ymi 
all are fieezlnsf up back there, the 
peiiple here are eating fruit and veg- 
eiablcsall ilie year. Anything will 
grow Mill slick in the ground, all 
kinds (if llow-crs growing wild. ^Jie 
great Tuei lie ocean is twelve niiks 
from Los Angeles ; aud wliilo at Or- 
ange, I went down with a large parly 
of ladies aud gentlemen and camped 
on the beach for a week, aud I must 
say I never had a belter time. The 
mountains run all over Los Angeles 
county and lirfact most of California, 
and some of the grandest scenes in 
the 'V. S. are to be seen in Lot Angt - 
ies county, in the mountains and 
canyons, and I spent two days camp- 
ing in the mountains and had a de- 
lightful time. Southern Oaiifornia 
is a wonderful country— the paradise 
of the world. Up in the northern 
portion ot the State the climate is 
dilibrent, but I am told It Is also a 
pretty country, only tliey hare very 
cold winters as it is furtlier north. 
The finest wheat in the country is 
raised in CalUbmia,though the north- 
cmportiou of the State raises the most 
Watermelons and pumpkins grow to 
an immense size. I saw watermelons 
that weighed from 85 to IM pounds, 
and puni]ikius that weighed 160 
pounds. It looked funny to mo at 
Orange to sec no fenees. They have 
wlial they call the no fence law in 
tlic Slate, and every one looks after 
his own sloi U. and Ibcy have their 
ranches divided oil' so they can tell 
them, and the finiits of the yards look 
lieaulil'iil and have cypress growing 
just like hedge, and they can make it 
grow in all kinds of shapes by Irim- 
iiiing it, and Ibey look beautiful. I 
have already taken up too niiieb space 
and 1 won't have enough room to give 
di.seriiilioii of liOs Angeles, as I 
have lots to say of the pretty city, and 
will write of it in my next letter, and 
also give a description of tlie place I 
am at now.

To those whose minds are troubled 
with doubt as to whether or nottlicrc 
is a liell, the following from the Itrit 
ish Naval Chronicle, 1807, may not be 
uninteivstiug: 

An abstract from the journal uf the 
ship Sphinx, in the year 1689, up the 
straits : 

May 12 — When we arrived at Male 
son we found three ships lyiiiij there 
from r.oiidon, coiiinianded hy the 
Captains Ilritish, jirown and liiirna- 
hy, all jroin;,' to l.ipari to load. 

.May i;i — The-e three ships sailed 
ill [ iiiiipaiiy willi the Siiliin\ (wind 
iiorlliwesi) to l.apari where they aii- 
ihiiriil ill twelve fathoms water 
(wind south, southwest). 

.May 11— The four captains and a' 
.Mr. liell, a merchant, went on shore on 
Ihe island of Mount Stroinholi to 
shoot rabbits. About three o'clock 
they called their men together to go 
on hoard their rcslieclive ships, when 
to their inexpressible astonislinicnt 
they saw the appearance ot two men 
coming very swiftly through tho air 
toward them ; one of tliciu a|i|icarcil 
to bo droS'ied iji black and the otlicr 
in gray clothes ; they passed close by 
with tlie greatest rapidity, and, to, 
their extreme consternation, descend- 
ed, amid tlie buriiiug flame«,'hito the 
inoutli of Uiat dreadfVil voleauo,' Ut 
SIronibolI. At their entrance there 
issued tromendous noises, the flames 
ruslied out most tcrribl.v, and Cap- 
tain liurnaby cried out: Lord bless 
me I the foremost of the two, in black 
clothes, lBoldMr.Booty,iiiy^extdoor 
neighbor at Wapptng ; but I to not 
kuoiwthe other.
